A PENSIONER has 
collected more 
than 1,000 signa¬ 
tures on a petition 
calling for Haver- 
hilEs newly re¬ 
vamped bus stat¬ 
ion to be taken 
down and replac¬ 
ed. 

A long-awaited 
£290,000 scheme was 
recently completed 
to renovate the bus 
station, which had 
previously come in 
for much criticism as 
a “shabby introduct¬ 
ion” to the town. 

But the new station has 
been widely condemned 
as a “waste of money” and 
“worse than the old one”. 

Jeanie Telford, 77, is a 
regular user of the bus 
station, but found her 
electric wheelchair and 
another passenger’s made 
it impossible for anyone 
else to get into the bus 
shelter. 

She branded the shelt¬ 
ers “a sheer waste of mon¬ 
ey”.

Since she started her 
petition a week ago she 
says not one person has 
refused to sign, including 
bus drivers who say they 
cannot pull in and out of 
the new shelters and do 
not know where they are 
to pick up passengers. 

Mrs Telford is urging St 
Edmundsbury Council 
leader John Griffiths and 
MP Richard Spring to visit 
Haverhill and attempt to 
use the bus station them¬ 
selves. 

Her petition reads: “We, 
the users of Haverhill bus 
station, demand that the 
useless ‘tin huts’ - meas¬ 
uring 4ft by 13.5ft and 
holding no more than 12 
people, or seven if anyone 
has a wheelchair or push¬ 
chair - be taken down and 
a proper shelter, the size 
of the one at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, be put up”. 

It also calls for a new 
shelter to be set back from 
the road “as those of us 
with wheels have trouble 
getting on and off the bus 
because the space bet¬ 
ween the shelter and the 


buses is far too narrow”. 

Mrs Telford, of Parson¬ 
age Gardens, Haverhill, 
said: “I would like to see 
Richard Spring and the 
rest of them come here on 
a wet and windy morning, 
to try to get the message 
through to them. 

“They cannot have act¬ 
ually come here and look¬ 
ed at it before they put it 
up, it is a complete disast¬ 
er. We did not expect the 
same as Bury St Edmunds 
because there is not 
enough room, but we did 
expect something as good. 

“Everybody I have 
spoken to is up in arms 
about it, no-one has got a 
good word to say. I think 
they should just take it 
down and start again.” 

A spokesman for the 
borough council said: 
“Suffolk County Council 
and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council have 
been working together to 
make the improvements 
to Haverhill bus station. 

“Both authorities are 
aware of the concerns that 
have been raised by users 
about the bus station and 
will be meeting on Oct¬ 
ober 21 to look at these.”

Is it time 
to change 
your tyres? 

DRIVERS are being urged to 
make good use of a 20p coin as 
an easy way to check the tread 
depth of their tyres. 

Suffolk County Council's 
road safety team is urging 
drivers to make a quick tyre 
safety assessment using a 20p 
coin as part of Tyre Safety 
Month during October. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, portfolio 
holder for roads, transport and 
planning said: “Inserting a 20p 
coin into the main tread 
grooves of your tyres gives you 
a good indication of whether 
your tyres have sufficient tread 
depth. 

“If the outer band of the 20p 
coin is visible when inserted 
into the tread, your tyres may 
be illegal and you should have 
them checked by a qualified 
tyre specialist. 

“If the outer band is not 
visible on the coin, then your 
tyres have a tread depth well 
above the legal limit.” 

The current law states that 
tyres must have a minimum of 
1.6mm of tread across the 
central three quarters of the 
tyre, around its whole circum¬ 
ference. Drivers with tyres that 
fail to meet these standards 
face a fine of up to £2,500 and 
three penalty points for each 
illegal tyre. 


Force pledge 
under attack 


SUFFOLK’S top police chief 
told Haverhill residents his 
force would stick to its pol¬ 
icing pledge - just a day 
before a report singling it out 
as one of the two worst for¬ 
ces in the country at deliver¬ 
ing on its promises. 

Speaking at a public meeting last 
Thursday, Chief Constable Simon 
Ash - who described the town as “a 
lovely place to live” - vowed that his 
officers would live up to the force’s 
pledge to respond quickly to calls 
and tackle anti-social behaviour. 

Yet Suffolk and Cumbria were 
singled out in the report by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of Constab¬ 
ulary as performing poorly and 
consistently falling short on their 
commitment to the public. 

Police chiefs hit back at the rep¬ 
ort, claiming its findings did not 
tally with other performance indi¬ 
cators and that Suffolk was one of 
the safest counties in the country. 

The report, based on the results 
of “mystery shopper” visits to forces 
across the country, found that more 
than four in five police forces in 
England and Wales had fallen short 
of delivering a Government promise 
on frontline standards, with 35 out 
of 43 forces told to work harder to

meet the basic principles of the 
pledge. 

Suffolk’s Assistant Chief Const¬ 
able, Gary Kitching, said: “We are 
surprised and disappointed at the 
findings of this report and we are 
sure this sentiment will be shared 
by our officers and staff, our part¬ 
ners as well as the community of 
Suffolk. 

“Suffolk Constabulary has a 
proud track record of keeping 
people safe while offering a quality 
service. We have a low crime rate 
compared to many other areas of 
the country and our detection rate 
is higher than the majority of 
forces.” 

“But we will take on board the 
comments with the aim of improv¬ 
ing our service even further.” 

Those attending the public 
meeting in Haverhill used an inter¬ 
active voting system to show that 
tackling anti-social behaviour was 
their top priority. They also wanted 
high visibility policing in the town 
and surrounding villages. 

Mr Ash said a lot of work had 
been done in Haverhill to tackle 
anti-social behaviour and under¬ 
age drinking, which had been 


identified as priorities by the town’s 
Safer Neighbourhood Teams. 

He said he was disappointed 
when one resident told him that he 
had only seen a policeman on foot 
patrol twice in the two years he had 
lived in the town. 

Denise Moulds, secretary of the 
Parkway Tenants’ and Residents 
Association, said: “Very often our 
community officers are taken away 
to deal with other incidents. 

“People have phoned the police 
and there has not been an officer 
available to send. People feel rather 
let down. 

“We would like to see the alcohol 
ban extended to cover the estates as 
well. Three years ago we got Lottery 
funds to improve Castle Playing 
Fields and we do have a problem up 
there with under-age drinkers.” 

Cllr fane Bone, St Edmundsbury 
Borough councillor for Clare, said: 
“One of our problems is speeding 
traffic down Nethergate Street and 
Stoke Road. We are getting tear¬ 
aways coming down a 30mph road 
at 60-70mph, running over dogs 
and cats.” 

Mr Ash said: “We have to priorit¬ 
ise what is most important. 

“Tackling anti-social behaviour is 
one of our main priorities and 
making sure that we deliver high 
visibility policing.”

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Judge upholds 
man’s pub ban

A BUILDER who lost his fight to 
overturn an order banning him 
from every pub in Haverhill faces 
a hefty £10,000 bill to pay legal 
costs. 

Frank Boyle took his case to the High 
Court to ask for a judicial review of 
Haverhill Pubwatch’s decision to ban him 
from all licensed premises, which was 
extended for two years. 

National pub company JD Wetherspoon 
successfully defended the application for 
the review, in a ruling which could have 
had implications for all pubs if it had gone 
in Mr Boyle’s favour. 

Last Thursday, Judge Mackie QC noted 
that an important function of the Pub- 
watch scheme was to share information 
about “actual or potential troublemakers 
and make individual and collective 
decisions to refuse entry to those 
persons”. 

Mr Boyle, who was handed the ban in 
February 2007, had previously claimed 
that it was an infringement of his human 
rights and illegal because he had not been 
given the chance to oppose it. He claimed 
the ban had made his life “horrendous”, 
stopping him from going into restaurants 
and other premises, as well as pubs. 

If Mr Boyle had won his case, publicans 
would no longer be able to ban people 
simply on information given by police or 
other licensees, without first giving the 
person affected the opportunity to make 
representations. 

Accepting arguments on behalf of JD 
Wetherspoon by Stephen Walsh QC and 
the police the judge said that individual 
licensees have “an unrestricted right to 
exclude anyone, particularly those who 
they see as troublemakers from their 
premises, as well as those whom others 
have found to be troublemakers”. 

Inspector Andrew Mason, Haverhill’s 
sector commander, said: “Suffolk Con¬ 
stabulary is exceptionally pleased with the 
result of this court case and the judge¬ 
ment which appears to be victory for 
common sense. 

“From the outset we have maintained 
that supporting Pubwatch schemes is a 
core function of policing and we are 
pleased that our view has been supported 
by the judiciary.”

When will drivers get 
the mobile message? 


HUNDREDS of "selfish and 
reckless” motorists are Rout¬ 
ing the road safety laws 
despite tireless campaigns by 
Cambridgeshire police. 

New figures show that since 2006 
some 8,600 motorists have been 
fined for driving while using a mobile 
phone in the county. 

And a staggering 14,000 motorists 
were caught driving without a seat- 
belt. 

Offenders range from couples 
arguing on the phone while driving 
at lOOmph on the Mil to a motorist 
texting his friend about a police road 
block. 

The Chief Constable has pre¬ 
viously spoken out over reckless 
drivers texting on the notorious 
A1307. 

Julie Spence criticised the “brazen” 
motorists who flout the law after one 
driver was caught texting a warning 
to a friend about police activity on 
the road. 

Mrs Spence said: “I have no idea 
what goes on in their heads - but 
they clearly have no regard for the 
vast majority of other law-abiding 
road users.”

ion of Accidents (RoSPA) has issued a 
warning to motorists using mobile 
phones while driving. 

A spokesman said: “Frankly, using 
a mobile phone while driving is 
selfish as well as reckless. We know 
that people continue to die on 
Britain’s roads because someone 
considered a phone call or text more 
important than other people’s lives. 

“Even if you’re not concerned for 
your own safety, or think: ‘It’ll never 
happen to me’, the wellbeing of other 
road users should be enough 
motivation not to use your mobile 
while driving. 

“There can be no justification for it 
-just let voicemail do its job.” 

And the society hit out at drivers 
who still refuse to wear a seatbelt. 

The spokesman said: “Seatbelts 
save lives, there can be no doubt 
about it. And not being properly 
restrained in a vehicle can injure 
other people in the event of a crash. 
RoSPA pioneered the changes in law 
to make seatbelt-wearing compul¬ 
sory, and it’s always shocking to hear 
that there are still motorists who 
don’t buckle up.” 



Winning the war: but many drivers 
are still flouting the law on hand-held 
mobile phones. 


The Cambridgeshire force has 
again warned drivers it is illegal to 
use hand-held mobile phones, and 
those caught will face prosecution. 

Pc Tony Barrios, the force’s 
casualty reduction officer, said: 
“Using a mobile phone behind the 
wheel is extremely dangerous but a 
lot of drivers are still doing it. 

“Most people will accept that 
drink-driving is unacceptable, but 
research shows someone using a 
mobile phone has slower reaction 


times than someone who is just over 
the alcohol limit. So using your 
phone when driving has got to be 
unacceptable, too.” 

A driver caught using a mobile 
phone faces a £60 fine and three 
penalty points on their licence. 

But it seems Cambridgeshire 
police are winning the battle on 
seatbelts, as the number of motorists 
caught not wearing one has halved 
in three years. 

From April 2008 to March 2009, 
3,149 on-the-spot penalties for were 
dished out for seatbelt offences. The 
previous year the figure was 3,535. 

That compares with 6,312 issued 
from April 2006 to March 2007. 

From July to September this year, 
332 motorists were caught not 
strapped in, compared with 958 from 
April to June. 

Improvements have also been 
seen in phone habits. 

In the year to March 2007, 3,210 
motorists were fined for using a 
mobile while driving. That figure fell 
to 2,357 the following year and to 
1,951 in 2008/9. But from April to 
June this year 1,014 drivers were 
caught flouting the phone law.

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‘Birthday girl’ beat cancer by 
eliminating her own demons

A NSWERING 
LA the door with 
-Z \a huge smile 
on her face, Jane 
Upchurch is literally 
beaming with 
happiness. 

“As far as I’m 
concerned, every day is 
my birthday,” she 
explains, laughing. “I’m 
always smiling: I’m lucky 
to be alive, so I’ve got 
plenty to smile about... ” 

Little over two years 
ago, lane was critically ill 
in hospital. In the midst 
of battling breast cancer, 
she had developed both 
a terrifying infection and 
a rare reaction to chemo. 
She’d already lost her 
hair; now her hands and 
feet felt like they were on 
fire, the skin was falling 
off her face and her 
tongue had begun to 
disintegrate. 

“Bits of my tongue 
were falling off and I was 
having to spit them out 
into a cup, which is 
pretty gruesome,” says 
fane, wrinkling her nose. 
“All the skin fell off my 
face and my laughter 
lines were bleeding; I 
couldn’t open my eyes in 
the morning because 
they were clogged up 
with dried blood. 

“I couldn’t swallow 
because my throat was 
so swollen. My feet and 
hands were burning: I 
was getting electric

shocks constantly and I 
couldn’t sleep without 
painkillers. And they 
couldn’t stabilise my 
temperature. 

“Some of the 
medication gave me 
hallucinations -1 could 
see barbed wire all round 
the bed, even though I 
knew it wasn’t there. 

“I could just about 
shuffle to the bathroom 
but that was it. And I 
probably looked like 
something out of a horror 
film. I was a bit of a mess, 
really...” 

To see fane today, 
relaxing on the sofa with 
a cup of tea in her hand 
and her trademark smile 
on her face, it’s incredible 
to think she has endured 
so much pain - and still 
managed to stay positive. 

“I’m a very positive 
person,” says fane, 59. 
“But there was one day 
when Mick, my husband, 
thought I was saying 
goodbye. I said ‘Put me in 
a wheelchair and just 
wheel me away from 
here’... 

“When we were sitting 
quietly together I told 
him that, if anything else 
went wrong, I wasn’t sure 
I had the stamina to deal 
with it. But the next day I 
woke up and just knew I 
was going to be okay.” 


jane, who lives in St 
Neots, was diagnosed 
with breast cancer in 
February 2007. It is the 
most common form of 
cancer in the UK: 
statistics show that one in 
nine women will develop 
the disease during their 
lifetime; around 125 new 
diagnoses are made each 
and every day. 

lane says she knew 
from the outset that her 
cancer was “odd”. For a 
start her initial symptoms 


- a hot, sore and swollen 
area under her right arm 

- were unusual; two 
doctors told her “breast 
cancer doesn’t present 
itself like this”. 

The symptoms were 
initially diagnosed as an 
infection and lane was 
prescribed antibiotics. 
But, despite a brief 
respite, the problem 
failed to clear up. It flared 
up again in the run-up to 
Christmas 2006 and, by 
Boxing Day, lane was 


feeling really unwell. 

Following an 
emergency appointment 
with the GP, lane had a 
breast examination. No 
lumps were found but, to 
be on the safe side, she 
was then referred to the 
breast unit at 
Hinchingbrooke - where 
an ultrasound revealed 
“what looked like black 
bullets in the lymph 
glands”. 

Each measuring about 
22mm, jane had 17 


“bullets” under her arm 
and another eight under 
her collar bone. At that 
point, she says she knew 
deep down it was cancer; 
the diagnosis was 
confirmed a few days 
later, following a biopsy. 

“When you see two 
consultants, a surgeon 
and a Macmillan nurse 
coming towards you, you 
know the news isn’t 
good,” says fane, ever 
matter-of-fact. “My first 
thought was ‘Oh god, I’ve 
got to tell my husband’... 
His mother died of breast 
cancer. 

“The only time my 
hands shook throughout 
this whole thing was 
when I had to phone him. 
He was working on a 
building site in London at 
the time. I called him and 
said ‘I’ve got the results. 
Are you hanging on to 
something? You’re not on 
a scaffold? Well, it’s 
cancer’... 

“He downed tools 
straight away, came 
home and we both had a 
good weep. But I decided 
there and then that this 
thing wasn’t going to kill 
me - which I expect is 
probably the normal 
reaction.” 

The lymph gland 
biopsy contained breast 
cancer cells. But 
oncologists struggled to 
find a tumour in jane’s 
breasts: eventually, an 
MRI scan detected a 


miniscule growth, 
around 5mm in size. 

“I actually started 
chemo before they found 
the tumour,” explains 
lane. “I felt robustly 
healthy and wanted to 
get on with it.” Prescribed 
eight sets of 
chemotherapy over six 
months, she threw 
herself into treatment. 

Alongside the chemo, 
lane started alternative 
therapies too: inspired by 
a book called Love , 
Medicine and Miracles by 
Bernie Siegel, she began 
to address her mental 
wellbeing. 

“Bernie Siegel is an 
American cancer surgeon 
who, quite early on in his 
career, noticed that some 
people who were meant 
to die didn’t, they 
survived,” explains lane. 
“He started looking for a 
common thread and 
came up with the idea 
that it was to do with 
their personality traits. 
Basically, he says that if 
you want to sort your 
body out, you have to 
sort your head out.” 

Following Siegel’s 
advice, lane wrote a list of 
all the things that had 
caused her distress over 
the previous two years - 
so she could take each 
one in turn, deal with it 
and then let go. There 
were 26 things on that 
list, including the death 
of her father, falling out

with her mother and 
being betrayed by a 
friend. 

“I was shocked. That’s 
when I thought ‘He might 
have something here’,” 
admits Jane. She started 
using both meditation 
and positive mantras 
(such as ‘I reject this 
cancer’ and ‘I will 
recover’), which she 
believes helped her heal, 
physically and 
emotionally. She did 
suffer some side-effects 
from the chemo, 
including several bouts of 
oral thrush. But it wasn’t 
until almost the end of 
treatment that her health 
took a serious dive. 

Looking back, Jane says 
she believed in her heart 
of hearts she had already 
beaten the cancer by that 
point; a partial 
mastectomy, in the wake 
of all her chemotherapy, 
proved that her breast 
tumour had totally 
disappeared. 

Jane’s problems began 
when her hands and feet 
suddenly turned bright 
red - as if she’d dunked 
them in a boiling hot bath 
- and started giving her 
sharp electric shocks. 


Then, after her final 
session of chemo, Jane 
became horribly 
lethargic; she could barely 
get out of bed. And her 
temperature started to 
rise. Rushed into 
Hinchingbrooke, she was 
diagnosed with both 
neutropenic sepsis, a 
serious infection, and 
Palmar-Plantar 
Syndrome, a rare reaction 
to chemotherapy. 

“What happened to me 
was extreme and 
extremely rare,” adds 
Jane. “It’s important to 
remember that - because 
the last thing I want to do 
is put people off 
chemotherapy.” 

Over the next five days, 
Jane’s condition became 
worse and worse. The oral 
thrush was so severe it 
caused her throat to swell 
shut and her tongue to 
fall apart. She started to 
lose the skin on her face, 
hands and feet, leaving 
them raw and painful. 

The electric shocks 
were coming thick and 
fast; at night, the longest 
respite was, says Jane, 
about 30 seconds. Her 
nails had started to lift: 
eventually they went 


black and fell off. 

“The night I told my 
husband I was feeling a 
bit low I couldn’t sleep,” 
says Jane. “I had a Bernie 
Siegel tape with me and I 
played it over and over 
and over until I eventually 
fell asleep. When I woke 
up I thought ‘It’s okay, I’m 
going to be alright now’. 
My temperature stabilised 
- and five days later I 
went home.” 

Pronounced cancer free 
after her surgery, in the 
September of 2007, Jane 
still has regular check-ups 
and admits her recovery 
has not always been easy; 
even now, she sometimes 
gets electric shocks in her 
feet. 

“I can’t say it’s been a 
negative experience; 
cancer, for me, has been a 
positive experience,” says 
Jane. “I know it isn’t for 
everybody But for those 
of us who survive, we’re 
left with an overwhelming 
sense of gratitude. 

“I’m grateful to all the 
doctors and nurses and 
scientists whose work 
helped me. I’m grateful 
for so much. As I said, 
every day feels like my 
birthday...”

The charity has 
released a range of 
designer ducks, 
including a 
pearlised one 
created by Dame 
Judi Dench, to both 
promote breast 
awareness and 
raise much-needed 
funds. 

“I am living proof 
that research into 


breast cancer 
leads to effective 
treatments and 
saves lives,” says 
Jane. “This 
research is very 
expensive, so 
Cancer Research 
UK needs everyone

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MEP backs fight to 
stop ‘silent killer’

MEP Richard Howitt is 
urging residents to protect 
themselves against the dead¬ 
ly threat of carbon monoxide 
poisoning this winter. 

New research shows that some 20 
million households in the UK are 
putting themselves at risk of carbon 
monoxide poisoning by not taking 
the necessary safety precautions. 

The East of England Labour MEP 
is supporting a UK campaign, 
“Carbon Monoxide - Be Alarmed!” 
which encourages people to ensure 
they have an audible carbon 
monoxide alarm and that they have 
all their gas, oil and solid-fuel 
burning appliances serviced 
annually by a registered and 
qualified engineer. 

The campaign is backed by 
victims’ charities, professional 
organisations and energy com-

panies, and by Kirstie Allsopp, of 
Channel 4’s Location , Location , 
Location. 

Mr Howitt said: “As an MEP I have 
become concerned about carbon 
monoxide safety in homes and in 
hotels. 

“I would like to see a requirement 


for all new homes and hotel rooms 
where gas is used, to be fitted with 
an alarm and for landlords and 
hotel managers to provide an alarm 
before they can receive their annual 
gas safety certificate. 

“Audible alarms only cost £15 and 
can be fitted in seconds but they 
could save your life. I would urge 
every household to make sure that 
they have an alarm and that they 
have their fuel-burning appliances 
serviced each year by a pro¬ 
fessional.” 

Zoe Forman, spokesperson for 
the campaign, said: “Carbon 
monoxide has no colour, odour or 
taste and is impossible to detect 
without an alarm. It’s essential that 
the public know how to protect 
themselves and their loved ones. 
This is the first time that such a 
broad alliance of organisations has 
come together to campaign on the 
issue of carbon monoxide 
poisoning, and we’re delighted that 
Richard Howitt, MER has added his 
weight to the campaign.” 


£85,000 cash boost for breastfeeding 


YOUNG mums across 
Suffolk will get help to 
encourage more of them 
to breastfeed their babies 
after NHS Suffolk was 
given £85,000 in addit¬ 
ional funding. 

The cash will be used 
to promote breastfeeding 
among young new moth¬ 


ers across the county and 
comes from a £3 million 
fund to be given out by 
the Department of 
Health over 2009-10 to 32 
primary care trusts in 
England with low rates of 
breastfeeding. 

Sally Hogg, head of 
health improvement 


partnerships at NHS 
Suffolk, said: “We’re 
extremely pleased to get 
this additional funding 
to promote breast¬ 
feeding to Suffolk’s new 
mothers. Breastfeeding 
is the best way to boost 
your baby’s nutrition 
and immunity, and 


creates a strong bond 
between mother and 
baby.” 

She added: “Because it 
contains less fat, it can 
prevent obesity in later 
life - and breastfeeding 
can also help new mums 
to lose weight more 
quickly after pregnancy.”

Extra funding helps 
staff clear waiting list

CHILDREN in Suffolk with att¬ 
ention-deficit hyperactivity 
disorder (ADHD) can now access 
the treatment they need without 
having to wait. 

In April this year NHS Suffolk 
announced it had invested extra 
funds to reduce waiting times for 
children with ADHD in the 
county - so that they get the 
treatment they need. 

Within six months this funding 
is getting results. An initial 
investment of £59,000 has 
ensured that the waiting list for 
treatment was cleared in just four 
months by staff within the Suffolk 
Mental Health Partnership Trust. 
A further £147,000 investment is 
now earmarked to develop and 
improve the service on an 
ongoing basis. 

Tracy Dowling, director of 
strategic commissioning at NHS 
Suffolk (pictured), said: “There 
has been increased demand for 
ADHD treatment and we have 
responded, working closely with 
our partners within the Suffolk 
Mental Health Partnership Trust 
to develop a service that offers the 
very best for children with this 



condition. This has involved 
filling specialist vacancies in the 
appropriate medical and nursing 
posts, including mental health 
professionals.” 

lulia Rock, child and adol¬ 
escent mental health project 
manager at Suffolk Mental Health 
Partnership Trust said: “Clearing 
the waiting list has been a priority 
for us. We are delighted that by 
collaborative working we have 
been able to address the needs of 
local children and families.”

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Be Safe - Check they are Gas Safe 

With the winter fast approaching and the dark nights already drawing in, we will soon all need to be 
thinking about keeping warm this winter. If you have gas fired central heating you are probably thinking 
about getting a service about now but you must always make sure that the engineer you book to do the 
work is registered as Gas Safe. This used to be known as being Corgi Registered. 

In the right hands gas is perfectly safe, but in the hands of an illegal gas fitter it can kill. All gas fitters in 
Great Britain have to be Gas Safe registered by law. When money is tight many may be tempted to get 
a friend or odd job man to fix the boiler or put in a new gas fire. But you could be putting you and your 
family at serious risk. Illegal gas work can lead to gas leaks, fires, explosions and exposure to carbon 
monoxide - which can all cause serious injury or death. 

Other ways of warming up your home could be to get ill-fitting windows replaced or to simply buy more 
heaters or enough fuel to fire them.

Original girl band in the mood 
for reunion with all the big hits 


Are you in the mood for dancing? Then brace yourself, 
because The Nolans are back - and they’re heading this 
way. EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM finds out more from the 
group’s lead singer, Bernie Nolan.

“REALLY you’d think we had 
no other hits,” grins Bernie 
Nolan. 

The award-winning singer and 
actress has just explained that she 
can’t walk down the street without 
someone singing I’m In The Mood For 
Dancing at her: “They always do. We 
had, like, 10 consecutive Top 10 hits, 
but that’s the one they all remember.” 

Back in the 70s and early 80s, The 
Nolan Sisters reigned supreme as the 
UK’s first girl band. And although their 
most famous song is now 30 years 
old, it remains ridiculously popular. 

So it’s no surprise that when four 
of the six Nolan sisters - Bernie, 
Coleen, Linda and Maureen - decided 
to reform for a series of high profile 
gigs this year, they named it The 
Nolans ‘I’m In The Mood Again’ Tour. 
And as lead singer, it’ll be Bernie 
belting out the iconic song when they 
come to the Corn Exchange this 
weekend. 

Does she ever get sick of it? “Well, 
sometimes,” she admits with a laugh. 
“We have been singing it for a long, 
long time. But once you start you 
think: ‘Oh yeah!’ Because it brings 
back memories. And also it helped us 
have the success we had, so we’re all 
grateful.” 

Born in Dublin in 1960, Bernie has 
barely stepped out of the limelight 
since moving to Blackpool with her 
musical family as a toddler. 

“I was two when I first went on 


stage,” she remembers. “I won a gold 
watch for singing on the North Pier, 
and I sold it to my mum for 
thruppence. There, that takes you 
back - thruppence - bloody hell!” 

Bernie soon joined her parents and 
older siblings Tommy, Brian, Maureen, 
Anne, Denise and Linda in their family 
group, The Singing Nolans. As 
regulars in working men’s clubs, they 
had a steady, if not stellar, career 
lasting several years: “But the girls, 
especially the older three, were just 
aboutto give up.” 

However, fate stepped in when the 
group was invited to perform at a 
London club in 1973: “They said: 
‘Look we think there’s more scope for 
just five girls’. So my mum and dad 
stepped down, my brothers didn’t 
want to come anyway, and it all went 
from there.” 

Re-branded The Nolan Sisters, the 
girls got off to a flying start when Cliff 
Richard came to one of their earliest 
gigs: “And he said: ‘I want them for 
my new series’, so that gave us our 
break, really. We did all six shows of 
his series as regular guests. Oh, he 
was so lovely - and still is.” 

It was the start of a phenomenal 
career. The Nolans - later to be joined 


by youngest sister Coleen - made 
countless TV appearances, sold more 
than 25 million records worldwide 
(out-selling The Beatles in Japan with 
sales of 9 million), and even toured 
with Frank Sinatra. 

The Nolans had officially hit the big 
time, and they knew it. “I don’t mean 
to sound egotistical, but if you look 
back, we were the first white all-girl 
band of this era,“ says Bernie. “And 
I’m sure I’ve read that some of the 
Spice Girls and Girls Aloud were big 
fans of The Nolans and that’s what 
started them off in a way.” 

The girls continued to tour with 
various different line-ups over the 
years, but in 1996 Bernie took the 
difficult decision to leave the group: 
“Coleen and Linda had already left 
and it wasn’t the same. So I thought: 
‘Well now’s a good time to try some 
stuff on my own’. And I’m really glad I 
did because I’ve had a really good, 
successful acting career, and I’ve had 
a fabulous time.” 

A regular on stage and screen, 
Bernie is perhaps best-known for 
playing hairdresser Diane Murray in 
Brookslde and Sergeant Sheelagh 
Murphy in The Bill. But she admits 
that music remains her first love, and 


can’t wait to be back on tour with her 
sisters. 

“We’ve been asked many times 
over the years if we’d get back 
together, and it’s never been the right 
time, because we’ve all got 
successful solo careers, thank God. 

“But it’s 30 years since the release 


of I’m In The Mood For Dancing, so 
now’s the right time. We may need 
doctors at the side of the stage, but 
it’s the right time!” 

Bernie describes the show as the 
ultimate girls’ night out: “Well be 
doing all our hits, and also a load of 
diva anthems, the stuff that you hear 


on the radio and think: ‘Oh God, I love 
this!’ I’m really, really excited.”

Taylor finds his own 
way with ‘kung folk’ 


GROWING up with musical 
legends Carly Simon and 
James Taylor as parents, it’s 
no surprise that Benjamin 
Taylor followed in their lyrical 
footsteps. 

Now a singer-songwriter with an 
extraordinary skill for playing 
immaculate acoustic guitar, he is 
making it in his own right, but still 
acknowledges the huge part his 
parents have played. 

“They’ve both influenced me 
equally in very different ways,” 
explains James, in his smooth 
American drawl. 

“I toured a lot with my father, 
watching him on stage every night or 
wondering where he had been when 
he locked himself in a tiny room for 
months until he came out with works 
of genius. My mum was the opposite 
end of the spectrum: she was always 
playing her rough mixes. 

“No matter what time of night it 
was, she’d wake everybody in the 
house to hear whatever song it was 
that she couldn’t get out of her head.” 

Ben, who this year played the 
acoustic stage at Glastonbury, sets off 
on a UK tour this month, which brings 
him to The Junction in Cambridge. 

“I love touring the UK and can’t wait 
to get back there as there are a couple 
of cities I’ve never played before. I 
fluctuate very heavily between 
travelling light and travelling almost 
comedically heavily, depending on 
where I’m going after the tour. 

“I think playing live is the most 
amazing thing.” 

Ben’s oddly titled latest album, The 
Legend of Kung Folk, was born out of 
a need to classify his unique music 
style.

“People were constantly asking 
what genre my music was,” he said. 
“Nothing I settled on ever seemed 
right. So I just thought, who am I, and 
what is my music? It’s not folk and it’s 
not rock or funk; I practise a 
tremendous amount of kung fu and I 
play acoustic guitar, so I thought kung 
folk was a good description! 

But with such musical giants for 
parents, did Ben ever rebel against the 
expectation that he would follow them 
into the music business? 

“Even as an adult I fought against 
following them into the music 
business quite a bit. It was tempting 
for me to find something of my own 
that would be free of the pressure. 


“But it was amazing growing up in 
a musical house and I wouldn’t go 
back and trade it for anything. Since 
getting into the business I’ve tried to 
distance myself from the family 
connection a little bit, although there’s 
nothing I can actually do to deny it, nor 
would I want to. 

“But I have to underplay it because 
I’m still cutting my teeth and getting 
good, and I wouldn’t want to take 
advantage of any opportunity that 
either of them could give me before I 
was ready.”

GARDENING 


Use formal lines to 
escape life’s chaos 


W HILE natural 
gardens and 
meadow plantings 
may have increased in 
popularity in the last few 
years, formal gardens still 
have a place in our fast- 
paced, chaotic world. 

The desire to shape and 
square, to manipulate plants and 
space to attain order and create 
symmetry, is a subject explored 
by designer pals Diarmuid Gavin 
and Sir Terence Conran in their 
new book “Planting”, in which 
they share many of their secrets 
of planting with enthusiasts. 

“Humans love order and 
repetition. There is symmetry to 
it,” Gavin explains. 

“They like the illusion of 
reflection - whether it is mirrors 
or still ponds. 

“And they have an abiding 
desire to control outdoor space: 
to clean it and to level and 
decorate it with familiar lines and 
shapes.” 

While many formal gardens 
were designed to be viewed from 
a distance, to create grandeur by 
using geometric shapes, this vista 
cannot be easily transferred to 
suburban gardens because of 
their less even shapes and sizes. 

Aspects of formal gardens in 
the UK have been copied by 
many amateur gardeners on 
much smaller scales, achieving 
formal style with ferns or grasses, 
or simply by using just one colour 
of flowers. 

“You can create your own 
sense of drama and theatre 
within the boundaries of the plot

by laying out grids using 
evergreen shrubs,” says Gavin. 

Some plants are particularly 
easy to manipulate and clip into 
shape year-on-year, including 
box, yew (Taxus baccata), privet 
(Ligustrum lucidum), juniper, 
holly and berberis. 

“You can make little formal 
hedges that may be no more than 
20cm high, or you can clip 
hornbeam or species of lime 
(tilia) into very unnatural but 
pillar or column-like structures,” 
Gavin explains. 

In smaller spaces, such as 
courtyards, many gardeners 
place some sort of ornament in 
the centre of the space, such as 
an aquatic feature like a small 
fountain or bowl of still water, or 
an architectural plant. 

Containers can also create a 
much more formal feel to a small 
garden. 

“A parallel row of containers 
can be introduced to reinforce 
the geometry of a scheme, 
guiding the eye to a focal 
highlight or in the direction of a 
stunning vista,” Gavin explains. 

“Pots of beautifully-trimmed 
evergreen shrubs or those 
brimming with cascading flowers

can illuminate paved courtyards, 
as well as being used to enhance 
formal entrances or walkways. 

“Ornate pots and those of aged 
stone suit a formal garden, while 
traditional terracotta is classic in 
any garden setting. Keep the 
different styles as limited as 
possible - a single style has the 
greatest impact.” 

Plants synonymous with 
formal gardens, including box 
and privet, create structure, 
shape and form in pots, while 
topiary specimens can be made 
to look the same through clipping 
- pyramids, spheres and columns 
are favourites. 

Tall, slim containers can be 
used to line and define a patio 
area planted with box ball topiary 
to provide evergreen colour, 
contemporary planting and 
architectural emphasis. 

Square pots filled with 
plantings of the same colour 
(white is always a good option) 
and again used in repetition can 
bring structure to a softer, tree- 
filled garden.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Pyracantha (Firethorn) 

These famously prickly 
evergreen shrubs are ideal for 
training against walls - not only 
to show their wonderful berries 
off to their best but also to deter 
opportunist burglars, thanks to 
the sharp thorns. 

They can also be grown as free¬ 
standing bushes, and most will be 
producing berries now in varying 
shades of red, orange or yellow. 

The most popular is P coccinea 
‘Lalandel’, which produces 
orange-red berries, while ‘Orange 
Glow’ provides excellent orange 
berries and ‘Soleil d’Or’ has 
yellow berries. 

Plants will grow to 2.5m x 2.5m 
and look wonderful if trained as 
espaliers. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Pumpkins 

A pumpkin is not just for 
Halloween - they can make great 
soups and pies, and are really not 
difficult to grow. 

These huge orange veg need a 
long, hot growing season to fully 
ripen, and are best planted in 
fertile, moist soil in the sun. Sow 
seeds indoors in April and plant 
out when all risk of frost has 
passed, protecting the young 
plants with cloches if the weather 
turns really cold. Give the plants 
some liquid fertiliser every two 
weeks and water during 
particularly hot or dry spells. 

They make a good strong root 
system so, once established, they 
are not as thirsty as courgettes. 

When growing large cultivars, 
remove the growing tip when 
three fruits have set, giving them 
a better chance of ripening. If you 
only want one giant pumpkin, 
just leave one fruit on each plant. 
Put a layer of straw or a board 
under the fruits to keep them 
clean.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

New cars are often 
cheaper than used 


IN a confusing new 
development for car 
buyers, there is 
mounting evidence that 
it may be cheaper to buy 
a new car rather than a 
used one. 

What Car? magazine has 
found that used car buyers 
might be better off buying 
new, especially if they have a 
car that’s eligible for the 
Government’s scrappage 
scheme. 


Popular models such as 
the Fiat 500, Hyundai ilO 
and Volkswagen Golf can all 
be bought new under the 
scrappage scheme for less 
than a used version that’s up 
to a year old. 

A used VW Golf 1.6 TDI S 
5dr - 59 plate, with 200 
miles on the clock - costs 
£16,200, yet the same car 
new is £12,430 under the 
scrappage scheme 

(including the available VW 
incentives). Similarly, a Fiat 
500 1.2 Pop (08 
plate, 23,000 miles) 
will cost from 
£6,995, while the 
same car new costs 
£295 less with a 
scrappage grant. 

Even used car 
buyers who can’t 
take advantage of 
scrappage should 
consider buying 
new - in many 


cases the difference can be 
less than £2,000 and that can 
be eroded further when the 
extra year’s warranty and 
any low-rate dealer finance 
is taken into account. 

What Car? editor Steve 
Fowler said: “It’s a bizarre 
market this year: new car 
prices have already risen by 
9.5 per cent, but used car 
prices are an astonishing 30 
per cent higher than they 
were a year ago.” 

British Car Auctions (BCA) 
is also reporting mixed 
messages from the used car 
market in September as 
overall used car values 
decreased for the first time 
since last November and 
price performance varied 
significantly between the 
first and second halves of 
the month. BCA adds that 
supply also increased signifi¬ 
cantly during the month for 
the first time this year.

Jobless youth near 
the million mark 


THE savage toll of the reces¬ 
sion on 16 to 24-year-olds is 
set to come under the spot¬ 
light this week amid fears that 
youth unemployment could 
top one million. 

Joblessness among younger 
people is already at a record 
high and economists warn 
that school leavers and gradu¬ 
ates that failed to find work 
over the summer could push 
the official figures up further. 

Youth unemployment rea¬ 
ched 947,000 in the three 
months to July - the highest 
level since Office for National 
Statistics (ONS) records began

in 1992. 

One in five people in this 
age group was shown to be 
looking for work, as the job¬ 
less rate hit 19.7 per cent. 

Howard Archer, of IHS 
Global Insight, said the one- 
million mark could well have 
already been reached. 

“This highlights the very 
worrying problem that youth 
unemployment is becoming” 
he said. 

Overall, he expects unem¬ 
ployment to rise above 2.5 
million from 2.47 million, 
with the number of new peo¬ 
ple without work slowing

slightly to 140,000. 

It is feared the jobless total 
will hit three million next 
year. 

Professor David Blanch- 
flower, a former member of the 
Bank of England’s Monetary 
Policy Committee (MPC) and 
labour market expert, told the 
Observer that more should be 
done to stop youth unemploy¬ 
ment rising further. 

“I think unemployment for 
the under-25s is certain to go 
through one million, if not this 
month then next,” he said. 
“The Government should do 
anything it can to stop young 


people being unemployed, 
including offering to pay them 
benefits while on internships.” 

Chancellor Alistair Darling 
announced plans to avoid a 
generation of young people 
“abandoned to a future on the 
scrapheap” in this year’s 
Budget through a guaranteed 
job, training or work place¬ 
ment for all 18 to 24-year-olds 
who have been on the dole for 
12 months. 

Younger workers have been 
hit hard as many firms have 
implemented hiring freezes 
and cancelled their graduate 
training schemes.
